against the sit-down strikers in the 
Fisher Body plants there. 


One Big Question 


The issuance of the eviction writ 


at Flint came as many rumors cir- 
culated that only one issue stood in 
the 
way 
of an agreement that 


would permit reopening on short 
notice, of all closed General Mo- 
tors plants. This was the question 
of collective bargaining representa- 
tion. 


The report had it that a proposal 


had been submitted—by whom was 
not made known—that the United 
Automobile Workers union be rec- 
ognized as bargaining agency for 
employes in the 19 general motors 
plants closed by the strike, that 
proportional collective bargaining 
prevail in other plants and that 
wage and hour questions be nego- 
tiated after a return to work.

nounced at 2:45 p. m, yesterdaj 
by Henry Schmidt, chairman of 
the strikers' publicity committee, 
who said the men would return to 
work at 8 a m, today.

Shipowners, in the scramble to

Roosevelt Asks Maximum of 15 
Supreme Court Justices; Urges 
Reorganization of Judiciary 


President Lists 4 Specific 
Proposals for Revamping of 
United States Court System 


Washington — ffl — The text of 


President Roosevelt's message to 
congress on reorganization of the 
federal judiciary: 


I have recently called the atten- 


tion of the congress 
to the clear 


need for a comprehensive program 
to reorganize 
the administrative 


machinery of the executive branch 
of our government. I now make a 
similar recommendation to the con- 
gress in regard 
to the judicial 


branch of the government, in order 
that it also may function in accord 
with modern necessities 


The constitution provides that the 


president "shall from time to time 
give to the congress information of 
the state of the union, and recom- 
mend to their consideration such 
measures as he shall judge neces- 
sary and expedient." No one else is 
given a similar mandate. It is there- 
fore the duty of the president to ad- 
vise the congress in regard to the 
judiciary whenever he deems such 
information 
or recommendation 


necessary 


Congressional Duty 


I address you for the further rea- 


son that the constitution vests in 
the congress direct responsibility in 
the creation of courts and judicial 
offices and ins the formulation of 
rules of practice and procedure. It 
is. therefore, one of the definite du- 
ties of the congress constantly to 
maintain the effective functioning 
of the federal judiciary. 


The judiciary has often found it- 


self handicapped by 
insufficient 


personnel \\iih -which to meet a 
growing and more 
complex busi- 


ness. It is true that the physical fa- 
cilities of. conducting the business 
of the courts have been greatly im- 
proved, in recent years, through the 
erection of suitable 
quarters, the 


provision of adequate libraries and 
the addition of subordinate court 
officers. But in many ways these 
are merely the trappings of judicial 
office. They play a minor part in 
the processes of justice 


Since the earliest days of the re- 


public, the problem of the person- 
nel of the courts has needed the at- 
tention of the congress. For exam- 


j pie,, from the beginning, over 
re- 


peated protests to President Wash- 
ington, the justices of the supreme 


] court were required 
to "ride cir- 


cuit" and, as circuit justices, to hold 
trials throughout the length and 
breadth of the hand—a practice 
which endured over a century 


In almost every decade since 


1789, changes have been made 
by the congress 
-whereby the 


numbers of judges and the du- 
ties of judges in federal courts 
have been altered in one way or 
another. The supreme court was 
established with six members 
of 1789; it was reduced to five 
in 1801; it was 
increased to 


seven in 1807: it was increased 
to nine 
in 1837: it -was 
in- 


creased to ten in 1863; it was 
reduced to seven in 1866; it was 
increased to nine in 1869. 
The simple fact is that today a 


new need for legislative 
action 


arises because the personnel of the 
federal judiciary is insufficient to 
meet the business before them. A 
growing body of our citizens com- 
plain, of the complexities 
the de- 


lays, and the ^expense of litigation 
in United States courts.

Geneva — CP) — Prof. Wladimir 


Woytmsky, a European economist, 
has put a price tag on the world 
depression of from 1930 to 1934. 


The professor, in a report pub- 


lished by the international labor 
office, figured the loss to the world 
economic system at from 149 000 
to 176,000 million "3928 dollars" or 
100,000 to 120,000 million "1913 dol- 
lars."' 


This "fateful figure, equal to the 


total cost of the great war," and 
all the "outward signs of the great 
depression may be attributed to the 
fact that tlje wheels of the gigantic 
machinery of capitalist industry 
were turning more slowly or had 
ceased to turn altogether," said the 
report. 


Professor Woytinsky said the to- 


tal of incomes in the United States 
on the eve of the depression con- 
stituted about half the income of 
the world.

IT is known that at no time was 


the matter of evacuation of the 
plants by the sit-down strikers of 
real consequence as an issue in it- 
self, but merely as a trading point. 
Mr. Lewis •was ready to order evac- 
uation if he could get s concession 
in return. The last thing he wanted 
was a court injunction that would 
tell the country that sit-down strik- 
ers were unlawfully occupying the 
plants. 


Knowledge that the court hearing 


would be held on Monday led to 
desperate efforts here last Friday 
by Secretary Perkins, at the behest 
of Mr. Lewis, to get the General 
Motors people 
into 
conference 


Knowing that industry as a whole 
was interested in whether General 
Motors would back down from its 
refusal to negotiate unless the plants 
•were evacuated, the company con- 
ferred only with Miss Perkins, and 
not with Mr. Lewis, and decided to 
go anead with legal proceedings. 


Tried to Quash Action 


Every possible effort was made to 


get the General 
Motors folks to 


withhold their proceedings. John 
Lewis wanted to be able to tell the 
sit-down strikers that they had won 
a great victory. He would have been 
able to do so if the evacuation were 
ordered by him instead of the court, 
and especially if it -were done as a 
consequence of some concession 
granted by General Motors. 


When it became 
apparent 
that 


there would be court 
proceedings 


and probably an injunction, the 
Lewis forces endeavored again to 
bring about a conference which 
would obscure or vitiate the im- 
portance of the court order. Even 
the gooa offices of the 
president 


were enlisted by Mr. Lewis to get a 
conference going on Monday in De- 
troit But General Motors insisted 
on going ahead with the hearing. 


Then came another attempt to be- 


cloud the meaning of the court or- 
der. The president, having been ad- 
vised that General Motors did not 
regard Miss Perkins' request for a 
conference of principals as equiva- 
lent to a presidential invitation, got 
in touch with Governor Murphy of 
Michigan and let it be known that 
he wanted a conference of the mo- 
tor executives and the labor lead- 
ers. 


Detroit Meeting 


But it was not Mr Sloan and Miss 


Perkins and Mr Lewis at Wash- 
ington -who did the conferring. Mr 
Lewis had to go to Detroit, and 
there he met the executive vice

Strike Strategy 


To this extent, *very hour <hat 


the sit-down strikers disobey the 
order of the court and no eviction 
order is insisted upon, by the com- 
pany, the strikers achieve a moral 
victory 
among their 
followers. 


Nothing helps the , publicity and 
membership drives of labor unions 
so much as to turn up their noses at 
"injunctions." which for years have 
been the bane of their existence. 


It might be asked why the Gen- 


eral Motors executives sat down to 
confer with John Lewis while the 
court order was not obeyed, or why 
they did not insist on an immediate 
order from the court for eviction of 
the sit-down strikers. 


To understand the answer to this, 


one must recognize that Governor 
Murphy comes into the picture with 
a desire to prevent bloodshed and 
rioting. Once before, the governor 
counselled patience. His argument 
to General Motors this time un- 
doubtedly was that the evacuation 
would come peaceably anyhow and 
that there was no hurry now that 
the court had actually granted the 
injunction. He might have contend- 
ed, for instance, that General Mo- 
tors had won the legal point and 
hence there was no need to force a 
battle between police and sit-down 
strikers and bring in the militia too, 
especially if the conference of the 
principals was making headway. 


Tactical Questions 


From a tactical standpoint, it is 


to General Motors' advantage to 
see the sit-down strikers evicted, 
because this will strengthen their 
own position with the 
employes 


who are loyal and who would not 
understand any concessions to the 
Lewis union as anything but intimi- 
dation. 


Also, from a tactical standpoint, 


it is important for John Lewis to 
get s basis for peace in which the 
sit-down strikers retire in return 
for a point granted. Whether the 
next 24 hours will reveal any such 
turn of events depends 
on how 


shrewd a bargainer John Lewis 
happens to be Reports are that he 
is firm in his demnad for recogni- 
tion of his union as the exclusive 
bargaining agent, but 
this will 


never be accepted by General Mo- 
tors unless an election plainly indi- 
cates that the Lewis forces have a 
majority, something which is doubt- 
ed, especially since Mr. Lewis is re- 
ported to have refused to consider 
an election of any kind. 


Helps Organizers 


When it is all over, the story of 


how John Lewis made a big corpo- 
ration withhold an eviction order or 
how he forced them to make this or 
that concession will all be duly en- 
larged upon by the membership tr- 
ganizers as a reason for hesitant 
workers to join the Lewis union. 
And even if Mr. Lewis gets only a 
few concessions, he will consider 
he has made more progress in un- 
ionizing the motor industry than 
the A. F. of L. did in its previous 
attempts. So the General Motors 
executives, hemmed in by pressure 
from the president and by the gov- 
ernor of Michigan, both of whom 
probably feel they must take into 
account the political factors, have 
been trying to keep from making 
any concessions that 
-would be 


construed 
as surrender. For em- 


ployers on every side are watching 
the General Motors strike as the 
real test of constitutional govern- 
ment in America. If it means that 
hereafter forcible seizure of proper- 
ty is to be condoned or to be tan- 
gled up in dilatory legal proceed- 
ings while workers, with the politi- 
cal support of national and state gov- 
ernments, continue to tie up and 
occupy property they do not own, 
then employers generally are faced 
xvith an entirely new situation in 
labor warfare that cannot but mean 
a long and painful period of dis- 
turbance until universal member- 
ship in trade unions becomes com- 
pulsory, along with government su- 
Dervision of such labor unions.

For a brief period in 1935 
there was a movement to amend the 
Constitution. But a little reflection 
soon showed that no one could 
draft an amendment which legal- 
ized all that the New Deal has done 
and would like to do, and still leave 
even the appearance of a Federal 
government of limited powers. Ear- 
ly in January of this year 
the 


President in an address to Congress 
put a quietus on amendments and 
deflected the issue from the Con- 
stitution to the courts. Since that 
time there has been a growing 
movement to clip the 
power of 


judges, accompanied by threats di- 
rected at the independence of their 
judgments and even by scurrilous 
assaults on their personal charac- 
ters 
Courts Subjected To Strain 
Greater Than They Can Bear 


It is still too early to see what, if 


anything, will come of all this But 
one thing is, I think, clear, and that 
is that the courts are being sub- 
jected to a greater strain than they 
can long continue to bear. 
The 


point is well made in an exception- 
ally penetrating article on the op- 
position to Mr. Roosevelt which is 
published in the current number of 
"Fortune" magazine. 
The editors 


argue tihat since the collapse of all 
effective political opposition to Mr. 
Roosevelt, the opposition has been 
transferred from Congress and elec- 
tion campaigns to the courts. 


This is very significant observa- 


tion, and it is worth a good deal of 
careful reflection. For in moving 
the opposition to the New Deal 
from Congress to the courts the 
judges are in effect being called 
upon to do all that the Republican 
party is unable to do. That is ask- 
ing too much of the court in any 
nation where the majority rules 
Their task in interpreting a writ- 
ten constitution is difficult enough 
in any circumstances, and it can 
be accomplished successfully only 
if the other branches of the, govern- 
ment do their part 
The other 


branches do not do their part when 
they present the courts with a mass 
of undebated and unconsidered but 
momentous and popular measures 
that have to be passed on in a hur- 
ry- 
Must Remember Courts ar» 


Manned by Human Being? 
To do this is to put much too 


great a strain upon an institution 
which is manned, not by oracles, 
but by human beings. To enable an 
institution of that kind to work, it 
is necessary that great issues should 
be presented to it rarely, and not 
in large bundles. It is necessary 
that these issues should have been 
thoroughly 
investigated 
and de- 


bated by Congress, so that if there 
is doubt as to constitutionality, the 
general public will have learned 
what the doubts are before the mat- 
ter gets into court. 


Only then \vill there exist an in- 


formed division of opinion in the 
country capable, so to speak, of 
protecting the verdict if the court 
rules against the -will of the Con- 
gressional majority. For only then 
will it have been made clear in ad- 
vance that the majority may be 
mistaken, and that the court is not 
overruling the unanimous will of 
the sovereign people. Under these 
conditions, and they are the nor- 
mal conditions in this country, the 
verdicts of the court are accepted 
with good grace. 
And They Expect Courts 
To Fit Them in 


But since 1933 these conditions 


have not existed, owing to the im- 
potence and the incompetence of 
the opposition; so there have been 
flung at the court great chunks of 
raw. Tndigested, but greatly desired 
laws The court has been called up- 
on to assimilate them somehow to 


the American 
system 
of govern- 


ment. 


And so, because the legislative 


branch has ceased to be a deliber- 
ative body, and has lost the bal- 
ance normally provided by an effec- 
tive opposition, the judicial branch 
is being burdened with a responsi- 
bility it ought never to have to 
bear. The courts are in a jam. But 
the real reason they are in a jam is, 
not that the nine old men are any 
older, or on the average any less 
enlightened than they have been 
for a hundred and fifty years, but 
that the other two branches of the 
government are in an abnormal 
condition. 
And This Situation is 
Entirely Abnormal One 


Such overwhelming majorities, 


such impotence in the minority, 
such personal ascendency of the 
president is entirely abnormal. All 
the processes of deliberation have 
become concentrated in the courts. 
And the place where the conse- 
quences of this abnormal condition 
are manifesting themselves is in 
the courts, now ovei burdened with 
excessive responsibility. 


Is it too much to suggest that 


while the President and the Demo- 
cratic leaders admonish the courts 
to be more enlightened, they also 
have a duty to the courts, and that 
they are not discharging it? That 
duty is not written in the letter of 
the Constitution or of their oaths 
of office, but it is inherent in them. 
The duty is to defend the courts by 
not presenting them with moment- 
ous popular measures which have 
been 
enacted without thorough 


legislative debate. The obligation 
is not to arouse public feelings on 
behalf of measures which are sud- 
denly passed by Congress and then 
quickly passed on to' the courts 
without any sufficient attempt to 
make the public understand the 
debatability of the issues that the 
courts must pass on whether they 
like it or not. 
Leaders of American Bar 
Have Duty to Courts 


But others, too, have a duty to 


the courts. 
and particularly the 


leaders of the American bar. They 
might well ask themselves serious- 
ly whether 
they have not been 


crowding the courts unreasonably, 
•whether the barrage of litigation 
they have laid down against almost 
every clause in every New Dea] 
statute is the right course at a time 
like this when the independence 
and the integrity of the courts are 
in jeopardy. I do not suggest that 
lawyers should advise their clients 
to surrender important and clearly 
defined rights guaranteed by the 
Constitution. But It do suggest thai 
they tell their clients 
whenever 


they possibly can that the courts

ed. And finally, the lawyers ought 
whenever possible to tell their 
clients that this is a democracy, 
which means that the 
defeated 


minority must put up with many 
things that it would order differ- 
ently if it happened to be the tri- 
umphant majority. 


Just as Congress and the Presi- 


dent ought to make it as easy as 
possible for the courts by deliberat- 
ing more fully, 
so the lawyers 


could make a substantial contribu- 
tion to the protection of the courts 
by litigating a good deal less.

Providence—The inauguration of 


Lawrence college's former presi- 
dent. Dr. Henry M. Wriston, Wed- 
nesday afternoon, as president of 
Brown university marks a new era 
in the history of the university. 
President Wriston conies to Brown 
not only as its eleventh president in 
172 years of existence, ,but to suc- 
ceed the late Clarence A. Barbour, 
who died two weeks ago. Dr. Bar- 
bour because of ill health had re- 
quested that his retirement be made 
effective at this time rather than at 
the end of the academic year. It 
was'because of this request that a 
new president was chosen by the 
corporation last Oct. 10, to take of- 
fice today.' 


It was with great sense of person- 


al loss that students and faculty of 
Brown and friends everywhere re- 
ceived news of Dr. Harbour's death 
on JanI 16, and today his presence 
was missed in the procession and 
during the ceremony. He has left 
many kind memories and his task 
of steering the college through the 
trying days of the depression was 
well performed-. In one of his last 
public statements he said, "Holding 
Brown steady in a critical time was, 
I feel, the greatest accomplishment 
of my administration." It was with 
this feeling of loss that Brown in- 
stalled Its eleventh president and 
the simple formal service was in 
keeping with feeling and the tradi- 
tions of the school. 


Await New Leader 


Brown has been looking forward 


with interest to the coming of 
< 


new leader on the hill. It is no' 
every class that has the privilege of 
witnessing the installation of a new 
president, for in the last 172 years 
only 10 men have called to this 
leadership. The city of Providence 
and the- state of Rhode Island have 
been eagerly awaiting Dr. Wris- 
ton's arrival, for the activities on 
the hill, have long been connectec 
with their development. And the 
academic circles of surrounding ed- 
ucational institutions have heartily 
welcomed a distinguished educator 
to the leadership of New England' 
third, oldest college. Said the late 
Dr. Barbour of the corporation's 
choice: 
- "Dr. Wriston is a distinguished 
and capable man. I believe he is go- 
ing to have a great administration. 
I'm for him!"

Following Dr. Adams 
speech, the Chancellor extended the 
cordial greetings of tho corporation 
to President Wriston. Dr. William

him president of the university, he 
was handed the original charter of

disastrous a discount in the social 
and political markets of the world, 
they will make an important con- 
tribution to the present and the 
future. 


"The world today is not so much 


in need of skill as of character. We 
do not lack ability as much as we 
lack purpose. Let us make this uni- 
versity an enponent of a way of 
life which is intellectually alert, 
which is aesthetically and emotion- 
ally sensitive, and which is spiritu- 
ally vigorous." 


The phrase, to "take an cngagae- 


nient," which was used in the cere- 
mony, is of historical interest. 


Declaration Change 


Had it not been for the Declara- 


tion ot" Independence in 1776 and 
for the special vote of the Brown 
University corporation in 1782, Dr. 
Wristoii would have had to pledge 
allegiance today to England's new 
king, George the VI. According to 
the original University charter of 
1764, granted by "the Honorable the 
Governor and Company of the Eng- 
lish Colony of Rhode Island and 
Providence Plantations in New Eng- 
land in America in General As- 
sembly Convened at East Green- 
wich," it required that the new 
presidents and corporations uphold 
the English crown. 


During the Revolutionary war 


Brown was then known as Rhode 
Island college, 
the • college 
was 


closed and the students and fac- 
ulty "almost to-a man"., were for the 
cause of Independence. The resul 
being favorable-, to 
the 
United 


States, the corporation saw fit 011 
Sept. 4, 1782, to substitute . allegi- 
ance to the United States of Ameri- 
ca in place of the former to Eng- 


land. During the history of the uni- 
versity the form of the engage- 
ment has been modified several 
times. The use of toe term to "take 
an engagement" was used to care- 
fully avoid any reference to the 
word "oath" which 
would have 


been against the 
beliefs of the.

nied to others."

Present-Babson 


Financial Expert Discusses

BT ROGER W. BABSOX 


Babson Park, Mass.—During the 


World war, when I was director 
•general of information of the labor 
administration at Washington, I 
was asked to give an address upon 
the subject of labor relations before 
a distinguished audience. I there- 
upon called on the secretary of la- 
bor asking if he had any sugges- 
tions for my address. He replied' 
"Yes, Babson, ,tell the audience that 
someone will j be speaking on the 
same subject at tbe same spot one 
hundred years hence." The under- 
lying difficulty is that labor prob- 
lems always have been with us, and 
always will be with us, until all 
groups 
become actuated 
by the 


spirit of Jesus. 


The point I wish to make is that 


our 
labor problems 
are funda- 


mental and cannot be solved by 
legislation or any other short cuts. 
We see much in the newspapers to- 
day about having Congress enact 
legislation 
requiring 
compulsory 


arbitration: but neither side will 
long stand for such legislation. La- 
bor conflicts pass through cycles, 
like stock market cycles For a few 
years the employers hold the whip- 
hand and over-reach which results 
in labor leaders convng into power 
Then 
labor 
leaders 
over-reach 


which results in the employers le- 
turning to power. 


Employers Win 


Labor leaders are wise enough 


now to avoid being handicapped by 
compulsory arbitration later on un- 
der a Republican Administration 
Labor 
leaders 
know 
that on a 


straight out and out fight employ- 
ers have a distinct advantage and 
usually win 
Generally 
speaking, 


labor's only hope ib to aiouse pub- 
lic opinion to a point where the 
Government will interfere. In other 
words, 
labor wins 
usually only 


through Government interference 
The modern "sit down strikes" may 
be absolutely illegal and should not 
be tolerated. 
Nevertheless, these 


strikes are one more means of has- 
tening 
Government 
' mediation" 


upon which victory for the strikers 
depends 


President Sloan of General Mo- 


tors probably made a mistake, for 
this same reason, m refusing to go 
to Washington at the invitation of 
Secretary Perkins on January 27th 
My sympathies are wholly with Mr 
Sloan as to the ' sit-down' strikers, 
but "two blacks do not make a 
white" No man should refuse a 
summons of the President of the 
United States or a member of his 
cabinet. Most of the large employ- 
ers with whom I am acquainted 
privately admit that all industry in 
this country will be generally un- 
ionized 
They admit that 
-A age 


workers, as well as stockholdeis, 
are entitled to bargain collectively 
They also admit that workers are 
entitled to select their own unions 


Should Be Held 


Employers also 3ustly ask that 


labor unions should be legally held 


to carry out their agreements the 
same as are the operations. This 
latter, however, will come about 
naturally after wage workers be- 
come 
generally 
organized 
and 


recognized. 
England 
has 
been 


through the same struggle as that 
in which we are now engaged. The 
recognition of union laborers was 
fought hard and bitterly; but when 
finally accepted there was no trou- 
ble As a result of such recognition 
of the unions, the British public de- 
manded that the unions be respon- 
sible and liable in connection with 
their contracts. 


Perhaps the greatest handicap in 


the present situation is the fact that 
we have such a cold-blooded secre- 
tary of labor in Washington. Fran- 
ces Perkins is a very able woman 
She is conscientious, extremely in- 
telligent, and has given her life to 
welfare work. In my humble judg- 
ment, however, she is handicapped 
in 
connection 
with 
conciliation 


work. She thinks that industry is 
ruled by figures when industry is 
ruled by feelings. If William B. 
Wilson, who was Secretary of La- 
bor during the teriific conflicts of 
the World War were in charge to- 
day, both wage workers and em- 
ployers would be far better off. He 
and most of the other Secretaries of 
Labor preceding Miss Perkins have 
realized that labor troubles 
are 


largely emotional 


I recall attending scores of labor 


conferences where employers and 
labor leaders were so bitter that 
they would not speak one to an- 
other Yet I never knew an instance 
where Secretary Wilson would not 
unite them in common agreement 
The attorneys and experts repre- 
senting either employeis or wage 
workers would come armed with 
tables of figures and 
volumes of 


facts These papers they would lay 
before Secretary Wilson But would 
he look at them No. The Secretary 
knew that men are reached only 
-through their 
hearts 
and 
not 


through their heads 


Personal Conclusions 


Secretary Wilson would say to 


me- "Babson, every side has some 
good points let's try to bring them 
out Both sides can agree on a few 
facts, let's talk about those few 
upon which they are agreed Wage 
workers are not fighting for moie 
wages or shorter hours so much as 
for recognition Although they in- 
sist on recognition of their labor 
unions they are primarily interest- 
ed in the recognition of themselves 
as individuals". In tms connection 
let me add that I never knew the 
founder of a business to have any 
serious labor trouble The difficulty 
comes when the business descends 
to the children or grandchildren, 
or is managed by absentee stock- 
holders 
This is further evidence 


that feelings are a far more impor- 
tant factor than figures 


There are four important prob- 


lems involved in the labor strug- 
gles today The solution of these 
problems depends upon a greater 
recognition of these four facts 


•(1) Labor difficulties are largely 


emotional and must be solved with 
out hurting the feelings or pride of 
either side Unless both groups aie 
satisfied with the settlement, it is 
usually of little aiail

OF THE FEDERATION 


And now J. A. Pad way, general coun- 


sel for the Wisconsin State Federation of 
Labor, has quit the Farmer-Labor-Pro- 
gresslve Federation because in his par- 
ticular case that federation asked him to 
jupport only the candidates it brought 
forth for the bench as well as other places 
while Mr. Padway declares that he cannot 
agree that "the only capable liberal candi- 
dates are those whom the Federation has 
indorsed." 


The Federation's effort to stop people 


from thinking, or from acting freely, that 
it would do the thinking and its members 
while free to speak within its councils, 
inust act as one is failing because this is a. 
rule of socialism and socialism will not 
develop well in America. 


The rule sounds all right. But it isn't. 


And whether it sounds right or seems 
right to others the odds are tremendously 
high that Americans will gag when they 
try to swallow it They simply cannot get 
it down. 


There will be, let us say, several candi- 


dates for the supreme court next spring. 
One may b« indorsed by the Federation. 
Such indorsement will take place princi- 
pally because the candidate may belong to 
the federation. Perhaps he was a smart 
sort of fellow with a long head, what is 
commonly called a good "jiner" who joins 
most everything so he can get in on the 
ground floor, but he may be anything but 
good timber for the bench. The profes- 
sional and eternal candidate who spends 
the time between elections trying to soft- 
aoap elements of the population to sup- 
port him is probably the worst possible 
man that could be elected. 


On the other hand must we deny sup- 


port to about 95 per cent of the lawyers 
in the state, probably a greater percent- 
age than that, because they weren't out 
working for election in rainy season and 
dry? The Federation's proposition that its 
members must do just about as it orders 
or become traitors to it and its purposes 
will not get it any place in this world be- 
cause it is a mistaken proposition. It is a 
harness, contains a bit and a neck yoke, 
and with it goes a blacksnake.

ever. On one occasion he thumped into a 
bank -where he owed some money that the 
banker might have been in doubt about 
ever receiving, and paid his loan with 
public moneys and a flourish, fixed the 
banker with his steady e\-e as much as to 
say, "You don't get customers like me ev- 
ery day." 


After he was freed by the jury Zintak 


held a sort of jubilee in the courtroom. 
He shook hands with admirers, posed for 
photographs and delivered himself of in- 
terviews.

WE SHOULD EAT WITH AND 


FOR OUR TEETH 


Use of jaws, gums and teeth as 


nature intended, proper nutrition, 
and the regular care and advice of 
the dentor are the three essentials 
for the preservation of the teeth. 


In my judgment it is an excellent 


habit to chew some plain -wheat 
every day, or some oats, or some 
barley, or some wild rice or some 
brown (unpolished) rice, and to eat 
some raw carrot, raw cabbage, raw 
turnip, raw potato, cucumber, rad- 
ish, celery, tomato, lettuce, apple. 


This does not imply, as some old 


time dentists would have you 
think, that "we must return to the 
habits of our remote ancestors and 
gnaw bones and eat only raw food. 
At that it is a good plan to give the 
baby a bone to gnaw on as soon ab 
he shows signs of cutting a tooth. 


A certain 
amount 
of calcium 


(lime) and a certain amount of 
phosphorus is required to build 
good teeth. The items already men- 
tioned are good sources of both cal- 
cium and phosphorus, but milk, 
cheese, egg yolk, beans and peab are 
'the best sources of calcium, and 
lean beef, peanuts, 
walnuts, al- 


monds, plain wheat, dried prunes, 
orange or orange juice and eggs are 
extellent sources of phosphorus 


To insure metabolism, assimila- 


tion, utilization of the calcium and 
phosphorus in food, 
a 
certain 


amount of vitamin D is essential- 
No natural food or foods will pro- 
vide enough vitamin D to satisfy 
the demands of the expectant moth- 
er, the young infant or the growing 
child. Some artificial vitamin D 
supplement must be added to the 
daily ration to insure normal calci- 
um and phosphorus assimilation, 
fish liver oil of one kind or another, 
or one of the synthetic viosterols 
such as condol in daily dose of ten 
or fifteen drops 
The body manufactures a certain 


amount of vitamin D itself if the 
naked skin is exposed to direct 
sunlight Ultraviolet rays of sun- 
light convert sterols (fat-like sub- 
stances) in the skin into vitamin

Editor,'Post-Crescenl — On Dec. 


22, 1936, the Appleton Post-Crescent 
carried a news item to the effect 
that vandals, armed with small

flect upon such conduct without a 
deep sense of chagrin and shame.

Africa's Fierce Buffaloes 


A few years 
ago 
some well- 


known African hunters and explor- 
ers were asked: 


An African Buffalo 


"What animal do you ihink is 


the most dangerous?" 


One of the . experts 
said the 


rhino was the most dangerous, but 
there were three "votes" apiece 
for the lion, the elephant and the 
buffalo. 


We have heard 
a 
great deal 


about dangers from lions, but not 
nearly so much about the buffalo. 
Yet the African buffalo is one of 
Nature's fiercest fighting machines. 
In single combat, it is more than 
a match for a lion. If a lion wants 
to attack a buffalo, he waits until 
he has one or two other lions to 
help him. 
Then the lions make 


sure there are no other buffaloes 
close to the one they plan to at- 
tack. 


Sometimes a buffalo strays away 


from its herd, but the custom is 
for the beasts to travel in little 
herds of from a dozen to a hun- 
dred members. 
As many as 500 


buffaloes have been reported in a 
single herd, but such a large herd 
is not common. 


A bull buffalo has large, curv- 


ing horns, often measuring three or 
four feet from tip to tip. 
These 


make dangerous weapons in any 
combat. 


Buffaloes 
do 
not 
show much 


fear of men. but usually leave a 
man alone unless he attacks them. 


When angered by a gunshot wound 
one of the animals may 
charge 


with terrible speed and force. 


Two hunters once wounded a 


buffalo, snd then started after it 
through tall grass. 
Suddenly the 


beast cWie charging toward them, 
and knocked both of them down. 
One managed to craw-1 to a tree 
and climb to a limb, but the other 
was trampled to death. The buf- 
falo 
stayed nearby 
almost 
two 


hours, then went away, and gave 
the man in the tree a chance to 
escape. 


In another case, 
an 
old ele- 


phant hunter was going about his 
work in Uganda when he saw a 
buffalo and decided to shoot it, so 
he could use its flesh for food. The 
bullet only wounded the anirna 
and it ran into a small woods con- 
taining a mass of underbrush. 


The hunter followed. Sudden- 


ly the buffalo turned on him, and 
charged, striking him and tossing 
him upward by a lift of his horns 
Almost by a miracle, the hunter 
caught 
hold of 
an overhanging 


branch, and clung there as tightlj 
as he could. 
At this moment a 


Uganda native, the hunter's "gun 
boy." came to the rescue, and fired 
f> shot which killed the 
angry 


beast.

protect which are sufficiently 
larjre to repay the cost. Poorer 
litigants 
are 
compelled 
to 


abandon valuable rights or to 
accept inadequate 
or 
unjust 


settlements because 
of sheer 


inability to finance or to await 
the end of a 
long; litigation. 


Only by speeding: up the pro 
cesses of the law and thereby 
reducing their cost, can we 
eradicate the growing impres- 
sion that the courts are chiefly 
a. haven for the well-to-do, 
Delays in the determination of 


appeals have the same effect. More- 
over, if trials of original actions 
are expedited and existing accumu- 
lations of cases are reduced, the 
volume of work imposed on the 
circuit courts of appeals will further 
increase. 


The attainment of speedier justice 


in the courts below will enlarge the 
task of the supreme court itself. 
And still more work would be add- 
ed by the recommendation which 
I make later in this message for the 
quicker determination of constitu- 
tional questions by 
court. 


Even at the present time the su- 


preme court is laboring under a 
heavy burden. Its difficulties in 
this respect were superficially light- 
ened some years ago authorizing the 
court, in its discretion, to refuse 
to hear appeals in many classes of 
cases. This discretion was so free- 
ly exercised that in the last fiscal 


of the government and in pri- 
\-ate business. A lowered men- 
tal or physical vigor leads men 
to avoid an examination 
of 


complicated and changed con- 
ditions. 
Little by little, new 


facts become blurred through 
old glasses fitted, as it were, 
for the needs of another sreiier- 
ation: older men. assuming: that 
the scene is the same as it was 
in the past, cease to explore or 
inquire into the present or the 
future. 
We have recognized this truth in 


the civil service of the nation and 
of many states by compelling re- 
tirement on pay at the age of 70 
We have recognized it in the army 
and navy by retiring officers at the 
age of 64. A number of states have 
recognized it by providing in their 
constitutions for compulsory retire- 
ment of aged judges. 


Xo Static Judiciary 


Life tenure of judges, assured by 


the constitution, was designed to 
place the courts beyond tempta- 
tions or influences which might im- 
pair their judgments: it was not in- 
tended to create a static judiciary.

Many of the refusals were doubtless 
warranted. But can it be said that 
full justice is achieved when a court 
is forced by the sheer necessity of 
keeping up with its business to de- 
cline, without even an explanation, 
to hear 87 per cent of the cases pre- 
sented to it by private litigants? 


It seems clear, therefore, that 


the necessity of relieving present 
congestion extends to the enlarge- 
ment of the capacity of all the 
federal courts. 


A part of the problem of obtain- 


ing a sufficient number of judges 
to dispose of cases is the capacity 
of the 
judges themselves. 
This 


brings forward the question of aged 
or infirm judges—a subject of del- 
icacy and yet one which requires 
frank discussion. 


In the federal courts there are 


In all 237 life tenure permanent 
'judgeships. Twenty-five of them 
are now held by judges over 
70 years of ajre and eligible 
to leave the bench on full pay. 
Originally no pension or retire- 
ment allowance was provided 
by the congress. When after 80 
years of our national history the 
congress made provisions for 
pensions, 
it found a well-en- 


trenched tradition among: judg- 
es to cling- to their posts, in 
many instances far beyond their 
years of physical 
or 
mental 


capacity. Their 
salaries were 


small. As with other men, re- 
sponsibilities 
and 
obligations 


accumulated. No alternative had 
been open to them except to 
attempt to perform the duties of 
their offices to the very edge 
of the grave. 
In exceptional cases, of course, 


judges, like other men, retain to an 
advanced age full mental and phy- 


I. therefore, earnestly recommend 


that the necessity of an increase in 
the number of judges be supplied 
by legislation providing for the ap- 
pointment of additional judges in 
all federal courts, without excep- 
tion, where there 
are incumbent 


judges of retirement age who 
do j 


not choose to retire or to resign. If . 
an elder judge is not in fact in- j 
capacitated, only 
good can come 


from the presence of an additional 
judge in the crowded state of the 
dockets: if the capacity of an elder 
judge is in fact impaired, the ap- 
pointment of an additional judge is 
indispensable. 
This seems to be a 


truth which can not be contradict- 
ed. I also recommend that the 


congress provide machinery for 
taking care of sudden or long- 
standing congestion in the low- 
er courts. 
The supreme court 


should be given power to ap- 
point an administrative assist- 
ant who may be called a proc- 
tor. He would be charged with 
the duty of watching the cal- 
endars and the business of all 
the courts in the federal sys- 
tem. 
The chief justice there- 


upon should be authorized to 
make a temporary assignment 
of any circuit or district judge 
hereafter 
appointed in 
order 


that he may serve as long as 
needed in any circuit or dis- 
trict where the courts are in 
arrears. 
I attach a carefully considered 


draft of a proposed bill, which, if 
enacted, would, I am confident, af- 
ford substantial relief. The proposed 
measure also contains a limit on the 
total number of judges who might 
thus be appointed and also a limi! 
on the potential size of any one of 
our federal courts.

One further matter requires im- 


We have -witness-1 
ed the spectacle of conflicting de- j 
rjcions in b^'h tri?l ^nd appellate' 
courts on the constitutionality of} 
every form of important legislation, i 
Such a welter of uncbmposed dif- 
ferences of judicial opinion has, 
brousht the law. the courts, and, i 
indeed, the entire administration of 
justice dangerously near to dis- 
repute. 


A federal statute Is held legal 


"by one judg-e in one district; it 
is simultaneously held illegal by 
another judtre in another dis- 
trict. An act valid in one judical 
circuit is invalid in another 
judicial 
circuit. 
Thus rights 


fully accorded to one group of 
citizens may be denied to others. 
As a practical matter this means 
that for periods running as Ion? 
as one year or two years or 
three years—until final deter- 
mination can he made by the 
supreme court—the law loses its 
most 
indispensable 
element— 


equality. 
Moreover, during the long pro- 


cesses of preliminary motions, ori- I 
gmal trials, petitions for rehearmgs. j 
appeals, 
reversals 
on 
technical j 


grounds requiring re-trials, motions i 
before the supreme court and the j 
final hearing by the highest tribu- ' 
nal—during all this time labor, in- 
dustry, agriculture, commerce and 
the government itself go through 
an unconscionable period of uncer- 
tainty and embarrassment. And it is 
well to remember that during these 
long processes the normal opera- 
tions and divided opinions in the 
lower courts and by the lack of any 
clear guide for the dispatch of busi- 
ness. Thereby our legal system is 
last losing another essential of jus- 
tice—certainty. 


Injunctions Obstacle 


Finally, we find the processes of 


government 
itself 
brought to a 


complete stop from time to tune by 
injunctions issued almost automati- 
cally, sometimes even without no- 
tice to the government, and not in- 
frequently in clear violation of the 
principle of equity that injunctions 
should be granted only in those 
rare cases of manifest illegality and 
irreparable damage against which 
the ordinary course of the law of- 
fers no protection. Statutes which 
the congress enacts are set aside or 
suspended for long periods of time, 
even in cases to which the govern- 
ment is not a party. 


In the tmcertain state of the 


• law, it is not difficult for the 


ingenious to devise novel rea- 
sons for attacking the validity 
of new legislation or its ap- 
plication. While these questions 
are laboriously brought to issue 
and debated through a series o£ 
courts, the government must 
stand aside. It matters not that 
the congress has enacted the 
law, 
that the executive has 


signed it and that the admin- 
istrative machinery is waiting 
to function. Government by in- 
junction 
lays a 
heavy hand 


upon normal processes: and no 
important statute can take ef- 
fect—against any individual or 
organization with the means to 
employ lawyers and engage in 
wide-flung: litigation — until it 
has passed through the whole - 
hierarchy of the courts. Thus 


the judiciary, by postponing 
th» "ffecth-e date of acts of the 
congress, is assuming an addi- 
tional function and is coming 
more and more to constitute a 
scattered, loosely organized and 
slowly operating third house of 
the national legislature. 
This state of affairs has come 


upon the- nat.on gradually over a 
period of decades. In my annual 
message to this congress I express- 
ed some views and some hopes. 


Now, 
as an 
immediate step, I 


recommend that the congress pro- 
vide that no decision, injunction, 
judgment or decree on any consti- 
tutional question be promulgated 
by any federal court without pre- 
vious and ample notice to the at- 
torney general and an opportunity 
for the United States to present evi- 
dence and be heard. This is to pre- 
x-ent court action on the constitu- 
tionality of acts of the congress in 
suits between private individuals, 
where the government is not a par- 
ty to the suit, without giving op- 
portunity to the government of the 
United States to defend the law of 
the land. 


I also earnestly recommend 


that in coses in which any court 
of first instance determines a 
question 
of constitutionality, 


the congress provide that there 
shall be a direct and immediate 
appeal to the supreme court, 
and that such cases take prece- 
dence over all- other 
matters 


pending in that court. Such leg- 
islation will. I 
am convinced, 


go far to alleviate the inequali- 
ty, uncertainty and delay in the 
disposition of vital questions of 
constitutionality arising 
under 


our fundamental law. 
My desire is to strengthen 
the 


administration of justice 
and 
to 


make it a more effective servant of 
public need. In the American ideal 
of government the courts find an 
essential and constitutional 
place. 


In striving to fulfill that ideal, not 
only the judges but the congress 
and the executive as well, must do 
all in their power to bring the ju- 
dicial organization and personnel 
to the high standards of usefulness 
which sound and efficient govern- 
ment and modern conditions 
re- 


quire. 


•Four Present Needs 


This message has dealt with four
